He is a printer, but lor years has been 
blacklisted in every office in Chicago. H« 
was editor of the Alarm, the English ver- 
sion of the Arbeiier Zeitung, started to 
hold the American group together. The 
Alarm was always tor sale where Par- 
sons made speeches. His salary on the 
paper was bnt eight dollars per week, 
but both he and Spies were allowed ex- 
penses and audited their own accounts, 
which helped a short salary along. He 
was the most stirring speaker among the 
Socialists, and was always in demand. 
He was a son, now disowned by his fam- 
ily, of the famous Confederate General 
W. H. Parsons, commander of Parsons' 
brigade. The elder Parsons was brill- 
iant, and the Anarchist son has Inherited 
his versatile talents. His father, after 
lie war, founded and edited the Houston 
(Tex.) Daity Telegraph. Parsons, Sr., got 
into the State Senate, made money and re- 
moved to New York, and A. B. Parsons, 
the son, came north In company with the 
negro woman who is now his wife and 
mother of his children. This family was 
an aristocratic one, probably as much so 
as any in the South, and they promptly 
disowned the degraded Anarchist. He

which he has nrged his hearers to follow 
him and sack the principal business 
houses in the city, bat he never moved 
In lhat direction. The flrst bomb ever 
thrown was his signal for leaving the 
city. The explanation of hia cowardice

especially fitted to do that." 


MICHAKL SCHWAB 


Is a German, and assisted Spies in edit- 
ing his paper. He always was on hand 
where all German speeches were required, 
and iu that tongue is a fluent talker. He 
is a relative of Justus Schwab, of New 
York, and la married to Spies' sister, and 
for three years the two Anarchists have 
been dwelling together, talking and mak- 
ing dynamite. 


SAMUBI. FIBI.DEN 


is a thick-set, thick-bearded Englishman. 
He was born in Todmorden, of poor par- 
ents. At eighteen he joined the Method- 
ist Church and subsequently preached or 
exhorted after the manner ol that faith. 
He came to Chicago aud went to work on 
a farm with "Long John" Wentworth. 
He read Tom Fayne, forgot his religion 
and went to work in a stone quarry. He 
Is the only one of the eight who worked 
at hard labor. He hated society because 
of his position in It, and he, more than 
the rest, was filled with revenge against 
all mankind. He has said: 
"I have at- 


tained notoriety as a public speaker, and 
I know that we have 3,500 reliable people 
In Chicago, strongly organized."

Surpassed in Their Awful 


DestrnctiTeness.

An Awful Night of Terror and

Desolation. 


ST. Lotns, Aug. 21.—The following 


special from Galveston is published this 
morning: 


GALVKSTON, Tex,, Aug. 20.—The big 


blow is over. The deluding waters which 
since midnight submerged the city have 
to a great extent receded, laying bare the 
havoc wrought by wind and wave. Yes- 
terday was the beginning and to-day the 
end, but during the brief Interval of tlms 
thousands of dollars' worth of property 
have been swept away, Jife sacrificed, 
cattle drowned, homes devastated. The 
night has been one of horror, even more 
awful thau that of the great flre of lastNo- 
vember. 
Then there was light, even 


though the 
illumination was the fu- 


neral 
pile 
of 
consuming 
homes. 


Last night the elemental enemy struck 
under the cover of darkness, drowning 
cries of distress In the roar of winds and 
rush of waters. It was nearly midnight 
before the extent of danger became man- 
ifest, notwithstanding by two o'clock the 
easterly hurricane had driven the waters 
in as far as Seventh street on the east 
side of the egg-shaped island. 
The east 


end, however, has always been the weak 
point. It is there that the current 
of the gulf meets the obstructing jet- 
ties, built in the vain struggle for 
deep water, and turning in full force casts 
its tremenilons volume on the fated strip 
of land. Inundating the streets for a few 
squares to the depth of a foot or two Is, 
theiefore, no umisual occurrence with an 
easterly wind In that section, and hence, 
though the wind howled, rattling doqrs 
and Bhuttera dismally, nq great impor- 
tance was attached to It, such waa the 
fancied security. 
But while the cltj 


slept the waters, driven oy the still in- 
creasing wind, had silently risen, leaving 
scarce a dimple 1n its snface as it sub 
merged street nud sidewalk, and stretch- 
ing forth into yards, insidiously attacked 
tlie foundations of buildings, leavine 
them easy piev to the fury of the wind. 


Houses were taken up bodily and cur 


rled for squares across lots, as long as. 
they held togethei, und then with acrasn 
came down. In some places where a 
stronger structure resisted the action ol 
the wuteis belovv and the winds above, 
it would stop the drifting buildings, 
which in turn foimed an obstacle for an- 
other, and so on until a half dozen build- 
ings were thrown together and held by 
jagged beams and rafters. In the mean- 
time the residents of the fated East End, 
the first to take 
the Hlaim, 
09 
that 


was the point first invaded, were,, sting- 
ell n* for life and what little household 
effects that could be saved. lit many in- 
stances to lump fiom 
the trembling 


buildings involved as much clanger as to 
remain. In many places the water was 
over head deep in the yards. Ic seemed 
simply a choice of death. 
Doors weie 


hastily stripped off, rafts improvised, 
and on these women and children were 
placed 
by 
the 
men 
and 
floated 


away ont 
into 
the 
darkness and 


storm. 
''West 
and 
high 
Innd!" 


was the cry, and sturdily the weak were 
borne onwnrd and away to safety. There 
was uo high land, however, for the1 wind 
and waters hail taken possession of the 
city, carrying away bridges and cutting 
off communication, except by water. 
While these scenes were occurring on 
the east end, houses west were floating 
away into the lagoons and prairies, while 
along the beacli in the intermediate 
great circumference disaster was marking 
the storm's trail. The wind by three 
o'clock had obtained the velocity of flfty 
five miles an hour, and the storm centei 
seemed to be conoenti ated ou the build 
ings at the head of Tremont street. 


In the vicinity of the Beach Hotel, the 


surf bath-house, a large structure buili 
Into the gulf, was the flrst to go, and but 
a few minutes elapsed from the time i; 
hegan to totter until toe last vestige ol 
it had disappeared in the churning wa 
ter. 


Then the immense skating rTnk, the 


scene of the meeting of the recent Dem 
ocratic State convention, came down 
with a crash and flying fragments fllleo 
the air. 


The Pagoda bath-house, twin struc 


tures built on railroad-iron pilings, re 
ceived the effects of the storm in sach a 
way that only the roofs remained stand 
ing like a giant umbrella on skeleton 
legs. 


A building occupied by O'Keefe as n 


saloon was next to disappear, an d it was 
whisked from sight In almost less time 
than It takes to relate. 


The sea by this time had watheflacross 


the Beach Hotel plaza, and dashed into 
the basement of the building. Chairs, 
tables and benches were hastily gathered 
together and every available article thai 
could be converted into a barrier and 
piled against the front portion of the 
basement gallery. 
This served as 


breakwater and protected the foundation 
from the violence of seas dashing against 
it. The water rose to the height of a fool

(a the basemeat aad the aflrishted guesM 
rushed hither and thither. The dreadjnl 
unknown ol the elemental war outside 
proved greater than the terrors of* re- 
maining, and so in affrighted groups the 
suests in torturing suspense awaited 
daylight, expecting every minute to be 
toe last. 
To add to the horror of the surround- 


ings, the menagerie cages overturned, 
and the cries of the affrighted animals 
mingled with the sounds ol the etorra. 


The Mexican lions escaping from their 


cages sprang to the gallery, where they 
were met by Mike McGowan, their keep- 
er, and Billy Mitchell, the night watch- 
man, who opened tire on the frightened 
animals. Both were killed in short or- 
der, but unhappily one of McGowau's 
ahots in the darkness took effect in 
Mitchell's arm, Inflicting a wound which 
•will necessitate the amputation of the 
memoer. 
Just at this time there came a crash, 


and a building to the right and front of 
the hotel, formerly used as a theater, bnt 
latterly leased as a saloon, and located 
on an adjoining propetty, was swept 
away, while the outbuildings ol the St, 
Charles, an establishment jnst west of 
the hotel, followed suit. 


The Beach Hotel, from the peculiarity 


of Its foundation, on piles of varying 
height extending through tie bnildlng, 
bravely stood the shock, and when the 
duak gray of dawn finally gave view of 
it, barring the absence of some o f the 
basement ornamentation, the hotel had 
not suffered in the least. With davliglit 
came a turn of tlie tide and a change ot 
the still furious wind from east to the 
southward, backing the waters from that 
portion of the beach and revealing tlie 
damage 
that 
had 
occuned. 
The 


plaza, 
a 
plot 
of 
ground 
about 


an 
acre 
and a half 
In 
trout of 


the hotel, looked as if it had been plow- 
ed, great ridges here and there showing 
the currents and counter currents. The 
street railroad track, directly in front, 
was torn up and bars of railroad iron 
turned and twisted out of all shape. 
Debris strewed the ground on all sides. 
Up and down the beach as far as the eye 
could reach there were sig*is of wreckage 
ol houses and 
furniture. 
Beds and 


trunks and bedding were Been floating 
ont to sea, followed by the despoiled 
owners dashing retklesaly Into the surf 
and stiug'illng for shoie. 
Just then came a nirmir of tho destruc- 


tion of the Catholic Orphanage, four 
miles west of the asylum, and an effort 
wii9 made to reach them, but in v.iin 
Small bayous had swollen into raging 
rivers with bottoms of quicksand, yet all 
these wore crossed, save one, the Gulf 
Vciandih. This is ,i bayou viith a his 
tory telling of its origin during the great 
stoim of 1875, when through this out- 
let,

never heaid of any more. The current 
was too strong to navigate either by 
swimming, man or horse, and yet there 
were those who tried, only to be rescued 
with difficulty. Finally there came a 
man from the other 
side. 
He hac 


struggled that far to get a coffin for his 
child which died yesterday. He told of 
the safety of the Orphanage, and in re- 
turn the coffin was sent him as far as the 
bayou, where, partly buried in 
the 


remnants of a sand bill, it awaits the hap- 
less father. 
f- All along the beach from the bay to 
this bayou destruction of property Is 
everywhere visible. The great sand hills 
which protected the drill and encamp- 
ment are leveled almost to the incline ol 
the beach,. The fence and booths and 
parts of the grand stand have disappear- 
ed. Wherever there was a boqse on the 
beach there could bo seen people diggin 
like mad men. Men, women and chil- 
dren on their knees, with naked hands 
tore awny the sand, which seemed to take 
life and move back 
again 
into the 


hole from which 
it had been torn. 


The searchers were looking for house- 
hold effects, which, incredible as it may 
appear, had been swallowed up by the 
sands. The smallest portion of an ar- 
ticle showing above the surface was the 
signal to dig, and unless It was saved at 
pace all chance of rescue was lost. At 
one place on the beach, where a half ol 
Stanlev's road house was blown and 
washed away, your correspondent saw 
three carpets and as many bed qnilts dug 
up. Near the Beach Hotel the roof of a 
house, thrown upon the sands, has al- 
ready worked its way down, and is a1 
firm in position as If it was built there. 


All the street railroad tracks on the 


beach are torn away, while portions ol 
the Narrow Gauge, Texas & Mexican rail 
way tracks are torn away. 


On Broadway, the central street inter- 


secting the city east and west, the water 
was five feet deep, carrying away step 
and fences, and In many cases burstinj 
up floors of buildings. 


On Tremont street, from Avenue K to 


the beach, the water averaged the same 
depth, excepting that part paved with 
Nicholson pavement from the Strand to 
Avenue K, where it was only three feel 
deep. 


Nearly every bridge iu the city is 


swept sway, while nearly all the new 
pavement of wood on Tremont and other 
streets is torn up. 


On the Strand the water flooded many 


stores, while the Two Brothers saloon, 
at the corner of Market and Tremom 
streets, was two feet under water. Bus- 
iness was entirely suspended. Nobody 
thonght of opening an office or store 
except 
to 
be 
on 
hand to 
carry 


goods to the npper floors. In short, 
Galveston, north, south, east and west, 
at five o'clock this morning was a soht 
sheet of water, and extemporized boats 
and rafts were as plentiful as people 
wandcri ng or cautiously navigating on 
horseback.

To de- 
ceit it market men draw the blade of a 
iuife across the suspected butter. If it 
is oleomargarine tbe place where the 
tmfe was pressed will look white and tbe 
track cf the blade will be marked with 
ittle beads of water 
When the test la 


made with genuine butter the white look 
doea not appear, but the butter holds its 
color 
Another test is to drop a piece of 


the suspected butter into a well-heated 
rj»mg pan. If it is oleomargarine it will 
sputter because ot tbe water in it. If it 
is real butter it will melt and bubble or 
ooil, but not sputter. Any housekeeper 
can tell the difference.

rult of hii oWn personal observation, 
'I have lived and observed among the 
rough, hardly souls hereabout, and for 
more than hfty, my father before me 
gathered fwsts and wisdom from prac- 
ace i I often ride thirty miles of a day 
along the coast, and I have stood by 
ttmdreds of death-beds ol fishermen 
and farmers, old and young, during 
the last quartar of a centnry, bat I can 
tiafdly recall a single instance of a per- 
son dying of disease who did not pass 
away wLile the tide was ebbing 
It is 


n fact that, in critical cases, 1 never 
[eel concerned about leaving the pa- 
tient for an hour or two when the tide 
is coming m, but when it is receding, 
and particularly in the later stages ol 
the ebb, I always stay by, if I can, tin- 
til the turn comes 
You'll scarcely 


credit it, perhaps, but the daily record 
of the tides is the most important part 
of the almanac to me m my practice 
If a patient who is very low lives to see 
the current turn from ebb tq How, I 
know the case is safe till the ebb sets 
in again 
Then, take care'—for death 


wins 
You lemembar the old saw ID 


rhyme 
"Whan the tide comes in, death waits Ioi dole, 


When the tide ebbs. It takes the soul ' 


"Well, it has also proved so in my 


practice " 


Of course, the weather-beaten old 


practitioner did not wish to be under 
stood as imagining that the tidal move 
Hient itself is in any way concerned in 
this tendency to fatality 
Nor was he 


in possession of any definite theory, his 
own, or generally "accepted by the pro 
fesston, ol the cause or causes to whose 
agency the observed fatality of ebb-tide 
is due. 


"It 13 simply a fact of my experi 


ence,," he said, "that patients die al 
ebb tide, and that the remaining homs 
of the day aie hours of comparative 
immunity from death, except by acci- 
dent 
The tower of Siloam is liable to 


fall at any hour of the day, high tide 
or low 
One fact I may give you that 


possibly bears upon the scientific solu 
tion of the question, and that is that 
the 
barometrical 
pressure 
varies 


rhythmically with the ebb and flow ol 
the tide 
But the relation of the two 


phenomena is as yet undetermined 
Indeed, I am not sure that any observel 
but myself has noticed its existence " 


By way of illustrating his subject, 


the old doctor went on to tell a story 
in some paiticulars parallel to that ol 
Barkis 
This young man was very 


skeptical as to the basis m fact ot the 
ancient notion, and so addressed him- 
self for three yeais to the verification 
of the alleged relation, by ascertaining 
.the hour and minute of every death

care'ful observation and inquiry he 
amassed a lecord of fifty-one deaths 
Only two of these occurred whsyi the 
tide was rising, and these two were 
deaths from fatal accident 
At the age 


of twenty-four, the young scientist 
himself was St\ icken down by tj phoid 
fever, and eventually succumbed to the 
disease, after lying for many days on 
the very verge of dissolution 


On. his death-bed he sent for his 


brothei in New York City, but the lat- 
ter was, unfortunately, so circum 
stanced that it was impossible to re- 
spond immediately to the summons 
and delayed a day after the receipt of 
the message. On the closing afternoon 
of his life, hour after hour, till the last 
incoming wave had deposited its rid 
dies of the sea, the dying man waited 
in patience, exclaiming now and then, 
or rather sighing, as the tall, old fash- 
ioned clock in the corner of the room, 
like a gigantic eoflin with figures and 
hands, told oft the seconds with a mo 
notonous tick-tack, tick-tack of its tribe

And still the tall old clock, whose
